The general council yesterday after- 
noon unanimously adopted the petition 
to the commission, which had been 
prepared by the electric light commit- 
tee, and it will be filed today. 

The commission will set a day for 
the hearing within the next month or 
80. 

Unjust Rate Alleged, 

The main points in the 
given in Thursday's Const.tution. The 
city will claim that it is paying an 
unjust rate for electric light and pow- 
er, and that the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company can afford toe charge 
a much smaller rate, as it is making a 
handsome income from its investment. 

The defendant will be required to 
produce all of its books and papers 
and show what it has invested in its 
electric light plant, what is the cost of 
production, and what it is charging al] 
of its customers. 

Committee Is Named.

In the meantime the city will pro- 
ceed to advertise for bids for its elec- 
tric lighting contracts, which expire 
the first of next year. The electric 
light committee will report at next

Besche Files Complaint. 


in advance of the formal complaint 
of the city council against the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company ag to 
rates charged for current for lighting 
and power, R. C. Bosche yesterday 
filed a complaint.as a citizen with the 
state railroad commission, asking that 
body to investigate the situation and 
order a reduction from 10 to 5 cents 
per kilowatt hour for lignting current 
and from 6 to 3 cents for power cur- 
rent 

Mr, Bosche says he saiien as a citi- 
zen and taxpayer and as a consumer 
of electric light and power current. He 
says he has “suffered long and in si- 
lence from the unjust and exorbitant 
rates impesed by this company.” Mr. 
Bosche further states that “the: people 
of this community are groaning u&der 
the burdens imposed by the present ex- 
orbitant price.’ 

Mr. Bosche declares the company is 
making a profit “far beyond that of 
the ordinary industrial enterprise.” 

He states he is also a consumer of 
gas and asks the commission to inves- 
tigate the gas company and order a 
reduction in the price of gas to 85 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 

The commission acknowledged re- 
ceipt of the letter and stated that it 
would make the investigation as soon 
as practicable.

Washington, February &-——A mild 
sensation was produced today in the 
senate Lorimer committeé hearing by 
Miss Helen Seavers, telegraph operat- 
or in a local hotel,who testified that 
Edward Hines, the millionaire lumber- 
man, some two weeks ago, had offer- 
ed her money to let him see a tele- 
gram Detective Bailey had just sent 
to H. BE.

ment of the hearing. Miss Seavers 
swore that a few minutes after Bailey 
sent the message, Hines came to her 
booth and asked to see the message 
just sent to Kerr. 

‘I told him it was against the rules,” 
said iss Seavers. “He said, ‘I will 
give you something if you will let me 
see it.’ I said, ‘I won’t take anything 
or be bribed, when 1 know I am doing 
right.’ He said he would come back.” 

“Something in Your Paw.” 

Miss Seavers added that Mr. Hines 
then said he would “put something 
in your paw,” if she would let him see 
the telegram. The witness declared 
that Hines had money in his hand, be- 
cause she saw “the green” and that she 
shut the money drawer, because she 
did not want him to, drop the money 
in there.’ 

On cross-examination Miss Seavers 
was confusing in her statements to 
whom she had talked about the Hines 
incident. The next day, she testified, 
Detective Bailey remarked to her, 
“Little girl, don’t show my telegrams 
to anyone.” At first she did not tell 
of informing Bailey then that Hines 
had sought to see the telegram. Later 
she testified that she did.

The rebels have declared 
they will never permit the ministerial 
peacemaker to confer with Orozco, 
MEXICAN TROOPS TO CROSS 

UNITED STATES TERRITORY 

Washington, February 8.—A request 
from the Mexican government to move 
its troops through United States terri- 
tory so as to reach points in the inte- 
rior to which rebels had severed rail- 
road connection, was acted upon by 
the state Gepartment here today. Both 
the treasury and war departments 
were advised that a regiment of Mex- 
ican soldiers tomorrow would travel 
through southern Texas from ‘Eagle 
Pass to El Paso, in an effort to reach 
Chihuahua and vicinity, the storm cen- 
ter of rebel activity. 

General Wood, chief of staff of the 
United States army, said tonight that 
he had ordered a detail of American 
officers to accompany the Mexicans as 
an honorary escort.

The row in the city government over 
the expenditure of bond money for 
purposes not named in the bond ordi- 
nance has been settled, so far as the 
common council is concerned, and is 
now up to the aldermanic board, which 
meets this afternoon at 3 o'clock.

Mr. Redmond appealed to Ulster “in 
the name of Ireland and the British 
empire, justice and good will’ to lend 
its aid in settling the Irish question 
wisely, well and forever. 

Ugly Temper Afoused. 

The presence in Belfast 
largest military force ever gathered 
to preserve peace among Irish fac- 
tions, combined with a drenching rain, 
to check the bellicose ardor of the 
anti-home rulers, whose hostility was 
mainly vented by booing and hooting. 
But that ugi.y temper was aroused and 
the civic authorities were alarmed by 
possible consequences is shown by the 
fact that on their advice Mr, Churchill 
left the city by a specia] train two 
hours before the announced time of 
his departure, thus disappointing a 
huge crowg which assembied later to 
give him a mixed send-off. 

Mr. Churcnill’s speech was delivered 
before an audience from which every 
effort had been made to bar all hos- 
tile elements, It aroused tremendous 
enthusiasm, but at one point a group 
of suffragettes attempted to Cause a 
disturbance and several of them were 
ejected. 

The night passed quietly. Great 
crowds paradeg the streets until a 
late hour,. but the rival parties for the 
most part kept to their own quarters 
of the city. The nationalists burned 
effigies of Lord Londonderry and Sir 
Edward Carson, unionist leaders. 

Te Fight Heme Rule. 

In response to continued and en- 
thusiastic cheers of their supporters, 
Lord Londonderry ang Sir Edward 
Carson appeared on the steps of the 
Uister Club. Sir Edward in a brief 
speech said he was proud of Belfast's 
behavior, but, he added, “we will fight 
every inch against home rule,”’ 

Essential features of the home rule 
bill were set forth for the first time 
by Mr. Churchill. The measure, said 
Ms. Churchill, would fit into a-generai 
scheme of parliamentary evolution 
leading ultimately to, the formation of 
the empire. That was the only way 
to free the house of commons from its 
present congestion. 

“Look at our great rivals, 
Uniteq States of America ang Ger- 
many,” said the speaker.

AGAINST REBELS 


Charged That Premier Yuan 
Is Playing Double Game 
in China. 


Pekin, February 8—A new and 
striking view of the gituation is now 
taken. It is belleved in Many quar- 
ters that Premier Yuan Shi Kai will 
possibly succeed in saving the throne, 
after all. The Pekin papers no longer 
mention abdication or discuss’ the 
throne’s retirement. Certainly, Yuan 
Shi Kai does not intend to proceed 


with abdication unless compelled to do! 


so. 

The opinion here is that the rebels 
do not possess power to compel the 
premier to act. The republicans’ read- 
iness to agree to a permanent armis- 
tice and aiso their willingness to 
grant the court liberal concessions in- 
spires the belief that they themselves 
recognize their inability to capture 
Pekin, 

The imperial premier'’s proposal of 
terms in behalf of the court, includ- 
ing even a provision for the eunuchs, 
has won the court’s support and baf- 
fled the opposition of minor Manchu 
nobles. Yuan has encouraged his fol- 
lowers to make promises of abdication 
to the rebels.and publicly arrange 
Plans to this end, but he now repudi- 
ates them, declaring that the empress 
dowager authorized him only a week 
ago to enter into negotiations for a 
settlement. The actions of his adher- 
ents, therefore, he asserts, were not 
authorized and are not binding upon 
him, 

Certain members of the legation 
credit Yuan Shi Kai with honest mo- 
tives in desiring to maintain the union 
by the only possible means—-the 
throne. Many, however, are convinced 
that he is entrenching himself for a 
dictatorship; ‘that he is wearing out 
the republicans and breaking the pow- 
er of the throne, whose authority will 


be preserved only sufficiently to serve 


his ends.

FOR FREE SPEECH 


Samuel Gompers Outlines His 
Position at the Con- 
tempt Hearing. 


Washington, February 8.—*The 
speeches I made during 1908 were in 
support of the candidate and the party, 
which promised the labor movement 
relief from the system of federa) in- 
junctions which has grown up. They 
voiced my political beliefs. 

“I made these speeches because I be- 
lieve in the right of free speech. If, 
because of the exercise of that righ. I 
must go to jail, and I would fetl the 
loss of my liberty keenly, I will face 
that jail sentence and will not flinch.” 

Samuel Gompers, president American 
Federation of Labor, made this state- 
ment today in the supreme court of 
the District of Columbia, where he is 
on trial for contempt. He admitted 
that he made speeches in Indianapolis 
and Baltimore which attorneys who 
are prosecuting him insist were con- 
tempt of court. 

Mr. Gompers today disregarded the 
instructions of his counsel, Alton’. B. 
Parker, and answered questions which 
he could have avoided by strict court 
procedure. 

President Gompers was excused from 
the witness stand to permit John 
Mitchell to testify. Mr. Mitchell stated 
under oath that he had not signed edi- 
torials and circulars from The Ameri- 
can Federationist in the boycott case 
from which his sentence for contempt 
developed, but he did not disclaim co- 
responsibility for them. He was asked 
about his speeches at Toronto and In- 
dianapolis in which he scored the in- 
junction issued by Justice Gould and 
the contempt sentences imposed by 
Justice Wright, ; 

Mr. Mitchell looked intently into the 
face of Justice Wright as he began. 
He spoke quietly, but feelingly. 

“When | was sentenced to nine 
months in prison,” he said, “I felt it 
keenly. It was under peculiarly trying 
circumstances that I discussed it arter- 
wards. 1 felt then and feel now that 
this court had no right and should not 
have the right to sentence men to 
prison for contempt. 

“It was for the rights of the Ameri- 
can working’ man that I spoke, I want- 
ed to arouse my feliow workmen to the 
crisis which is developing in this coun- 
try because of the abuse of the injunc- 
tion power, which, in my opinion, has 
done much to lessen the confidence of 
the people in the integrity of the 
courts.

IN REGARD TO CHINA 


Washington, February 8.—Secretary 
Knox's note to Count Van Bernsdoyff, 
the German ambassador, just made 
public, is taken to be the preliminary 
of an expected exchange of notes 
among the United States, Germany, 
Great Britain, France, Japan and Rus- 
sia, which would be of immense im- 
portance in placing all those powers 
on record for concerted action and 
common understanding in the protec- 
tion of the integrity of China. . 

While'the note is addressed to the 
German ambassador, copies have been 
sent to all the other powers named. 

“There happily has thus far been 
no reas6n for interference on the part

Georgia’s Registration Law. 

Attorney General T. S. Felder is be- 
ing constantly besieged with letters 
of inquiry regarding the state regis- 
tration law. The registration books, 
under the law, for the elections of 1912 
will be open until April 2 at mid- 
night, after which they will be closed. 
Any person registered by that time 
can vote in all primaries and regular 
elections this year, and, conversely, 
any one not registered by that time 
cannot vote this year. 

Mr. Felder Thursday prepared the 
following brief statement of the_law 
which will furnish a clear understand- 
ing of its requirements: 

“In order to qualify to vote in the 
biennial elections it is necessary that 
one register. 1912 being a+ year in 
which « general election is to be held, 
the tax collectors, when they began 
the collection of taxes for 1911 in Oc- 
tober of last year, opened their voters’ 
books for the registration of voters 
for the general election of 1912, and 
they are required by law to keep these 
registration books open up to six 
months prior to the general election, 
that is to say, up to and including the 
second day ot April. To entitle one to 
vote in the general election to be held 
in October it is necessary that his 
name appear on this registration list. 
All persons who are registered and 
éntitled to vote in the general election 
to be held in OctoBer are also quali- 
filed and entitled to vote in all of the 
primaries to be held during the pres- 
ent year to nominate candidates for 
the general election.”

Helen Keller’s Great Tribute 
to Her Friend. 


In the February American Magazine, 
Helen Keller, who was born deaf, 
a remarkable 
character sketch of Jos. Edgar Cham- | 
berlin, a well-known daily newspaper} 
For years 
Mr. Chamberlin has been a busy jour- 
nalist, working in Chicago, Newport, 
Boston and New York, where at pres- 
ent he is editorial writer and critir 
for The Evening Mail. Miss Keller 
writes as follows of Mr. Chamberlin’s 
work as war correspondent: 

‘Mr. Chamberlin was war  corre- 
spondent of The New York Evening 
Post. He was following the fortunes 
of an army less celebrated than the 
My teach- 
er used to read me what he wrote for 
the newspapers and in his letters about 
our inglorious war with Spain We 


cere War correspondent than ‘Uncle 
Ed.’ For Xenophon was an old-fash- 
ioned chronicler of the heroisms of 
war, and Mr. Chamberlin was a lover 
of men. I must say that Uncle Ed's 
accounts of battles and sieges were 
very disappointing. The letters of some 
of the other correspondents abounded 
in thrilling adventures and picturesque 
situations. Mr. Chamberlin told us of 
men underfed and dying of fever, of 
polluted streams.and wells, of misman- 
aged commissariats. When we asked 
him to make his reports more heroic 
and patriotic, he replied that he could 
not describe what he did not see, or 
narrate what did not happen. When 
word came by telegraph that our men 
had driven the Spaniards from their 
strongest positions, we imagined a 
fierce army of Weylers, black-bearded 
desperadoes overcome by the superior 
valor of American soldiers. A few 
days later Mr. Chamberlin's letter de- 
scribed a handful of Spanish_ Dboys, 
mild-mannered, soft-voiced, willing to 
shoot and be shot, but with no very 
clear idea of ewha‘t the war was about,”

It is in Nuremberg, not far from the 
mous Black Forest of Bavaria, that 
e great warkshops of St. Vaientine 
are located. For an American the trip 
to the Nuremberg shops is picturesque 
and covers a devious and lengthy path. 
It starts in the offices of leading New 
York publishers, located on West 
over the country, offered by artista, 
designers, versifiers and makers of 
Twenty-third street, in the heart of 
the retail shop district. Here the 
mail brings valentine ideas from all 
mechanical devices, Tne true valen- 
tine idea shows the instinct of design, 
which includes originality and ingenui- 
ty, says McCall’s Magazine for Feb- 
ruary. 

As an example, a floral decorator in 
the mid-west may have an idea for a 
trick rose whose petals, working on 
hidden springs, open up to display 
love messages. He knows how to build 
floral designs, but he {is weak on 
owever, he makes a rough 
diagram of the rose and tells in sim- 
ple phrases how he thinks it could be 
develgped in embossed paper. When

fices, a specialist in valentines takes it 
in hand, and behind the crude drawing 
he sees a marketable novelty.

Next, the firm calls in an artist, per- 
haps several of them. The artist 
chesen to do the work carries the 
crude drawing off to his studio, and, 
along with his otner painting, spends 
from two to six months working out a 
correctly proportioned, perfectly bal- 
anced, artistically tinted set of rose 
petals. In the meantime, a rough 
drawing of the valentine has been sent 
to a writer of valentine v rse, wh, by

writes no other sort of verse. In time, 
this specialist sends a suitable rhyme 
for every petal. These may be purely 
sentimental, or witty and catchy, or 
tinged with up-to-date slang. 

Now the firm has a finished drawing 
of the novelty and the right verses to 
set it off, and perhaps six months have 
already been given to the making. 
Next, a member of the firm who spends 
nearly half of each year in the Nurem- 
berg workshop, takes this valentine 
idea and many others across the At- 
lantic, and straight to the quaint Bav- 
arian city with its historic buildings 
and market places, its turreted castles 
and its tiny shops, and the headquar- 
ters of that most famous of litho 
graphers, Nister. 

The workers in this shop .ave in- 
herited their craft from many genera- 
tions of vaientine-makers. They scorn 
haste and they are prodigal of color 
and hours. Here in America, where 
every minute must count, a _ litho- 
grapher may mix a desired tint and 
stamp a valentine With a single im- 
pression. But in Nuremberg, it Is all 
very different. Colors are not mixed 
before the impression ig made, but one 
color is laid over the other and an- 
other on top of that, perhaps seven in 
all, each with a fresh impres.ion until 
the most elusive and tender and dell- 
cate of hues are secured.

UNDER NEW RULE 


Laymen on Board, Instead of 
Doctors, Govern Nurses 
and Internes. 


Macon, Ga., February 8.—(Special.) 
The new executive committee of the 
Macon hospital,, consisting of: laymen, 
have adopted some rigid rules for the 
regulation of the physicians practicing 
in the institution. These rules were 
announced today. 

A physician is not allowed to re- 
prove a nurse or interne, but must 
make his complaint in writing to the 
chairman of the executive committee. 
Violation of this rule will cause phy- 
Sicilians to be barred from admission 
to the hospital. For years the Macon 
hospital was in direct charge of the 
physicians, but now the laymen have 
taken charge, pursuant to a contract 
signed by the directors with the coun- 
ty, and this is the first instance of 
their authority. 


Another Hetel for City. 

Macon, Ga., February 8,—(Special.) 
Macon will have another hotel, the 
Dure, with a capacity of eighty rooms, 
before the reunion. It is now in pro- 
cess of construction at the corner of 
Fourth and Mulberry streets, just half 
way between the two depots. This gives 
Macon three new hotels within a year, 
with the Hotel Dempsey, costing $500,- 
000, also being built. 


Holy Roller’s Home Burned. 

Macon, Ga., February 8,—(Special.) 
While he was at work at the Massee 
mill yesterday afternoon the home of 
Tony Blackshear, the leader of the 
negro sect of “Holy Rollers,” near the 
Macon. .and Americus junction, 3 miles 
from Macon, was mysteriously set on 
fire and burned to the ground, The 
negros family were absent at the 
time, and none of the contents of the 
house were saved. There has been 
much feeling in the neighborhood 
against the negro religious devotees, 
and to this is attributed the burning 
of the house.

Practically all the schools in Geor- 
gia have arranged for special exer- 
cises on Georgia Day, next Monday, 
February 12. It will be a day on which 
the children will be taught some spe- 
Clal features in connection with the 
history of the state, particularly as to 
the colonization of Georgia, beginning 
with the landing of Oglethorpe. 

Exercises appropriate to the occa- 
sion have been planned in almost every 
Georgia school, and in many of them 
the pupils will prepare some short es- 
say or composition on matters con- 
nected with early Georgia. 

One of the topics this year wil) be 
Georgia’s great seal. school children 
all over the state have been writing 
Secretary of State Philip Cook for a 
description of the great seal, as they 
have been asked to prepare some- 
thing about it for Georgia Day. 

A very good description of the 
great seal is found in Secretary Cook’s 
annual repurt in which he urges the 
general assembly to taKe some steps 
either to have a new seal made or to 
have the present seal cut deeper so 
that it will make. an impression. 

Secretary Cook’s statement regarding 
the great seal and his description of 
it, is.as follows: 

“T desire to call your attention to 
the condition of the great seal. It is 
made of silver and from its constant 


use for many years, it has become so 
badly worn and defaced that the. de- 
vice on same is entirely illegible. ‘lae 
description of the great seal is as fol- 
lows: 

“The device on one side is a view of 
the seashore, with a ship bearing the 
flag of the United States riding at 
anchor near a_wharf, receiving on 
board hogsheads'of tobacco and bales 
of cotton, emblematic of the exports 
of this state; at a small distance a 
boat, landing from: the interior of the 
state with hogsheads, ete, on board, 
representing her internal traffic; in the 
back part of the same side a ‘man in 
the act of plowing; and at a small dis- 
tance a flock of sheep in different 
pastures, shaded by a flourishing tree: 
the motto thereon ‘agriculture and 
commerce, 1799.’ 

“The device on the other side is, 
three pillars, supporting an arch, with 
the word constitution engraven with- 
in the same emblematic. of the con- 
stitution, supported by three depart- 
ments of government, viz. the legis- 
lative, judicial and executive—the first 
pillar having engraved upon it: ‘Wis- 
dom,’ the second ‘justice,’ the third 
‘moderation; on the right of the last 
pillar a man standing with a drawn 
sword, representing the aid of the 
military in the defense of the consti- 
tution; the motto, ‘state of Georg!a,

Statements that 
the Argentine railroad strike was at 
an end seemed to make certain a ma- 
terial enlargement of the exports from 
South America and caused the bulls

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MORE NEGROES IN MEMPHIS 


THAN ANY 


SOUTHERN CITY 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 8.—(Special.) 
Memphis, Tenn., has the largest negro 
popuuation of any city in the south, 
not including New Orleans and Balti- 
more, though the percentage of ne- 
groes to the entire population is high- 
er in Chi -leston than in any other 
city, according to figures so far com- 
piled by the bureau of the census. 

Atlanta, with 23,000 more people than 
Memphis, has 600 less negroes; having 
51,902 negroes, while Memphis has 
52,461. 

The proportion of negroes to white 
population in southern cities, because 
of the influence upon industrial con- 
ditions, and the purchasing power of 
the people, furnishes an interesting 
study. Of course, there are a number 
of negroes who have accumulated prop- 
erty, and a limited number who might 
even be termed Wealthy, but for pur- 


poses of general comparison the pur- 
chasing power of the negro population 
is considerably below that of the white 
population. The influence of this fac- 
tor is seen in every line of business 
from real estate to cash groceries, and 
from the paid admission to theaters to 
the circulation of daily newspapers,

The growth of population of urban 
communities in the south shows a 
Steady increase of the proportion of 
whites to negroes. In some cities the 
rate is, of course, more rapid than in 
Others. Although the negroes are in- 
creasing, too, the whites show the 
larger gains in the cities.

New Orleans, February 8.—The Yel- 
low Pine Manufacturers’ Association, 
at its closing session today, elected 
the following officers: 8.

A large part of the session was taken 
up by a discussion of an appropria- 
tion for advertising the use of wood as 
against cement, iron and other substi- 
tutes, Finally by unanimous vote it 
waa decided to levy an assessment of 
2 cents per 1,000 feet on all lumber 
manufactured by members of the as- 
sociation. This will mean an income 
of $80,000 a year to be devoted to ad- 
vertising purposes. Half of the fund 
will be used in exploiting yellow pine 
and the other half is given to the gen- 
eral advertising campalgn of the na- 
tional Larmber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in the fight against substitutes 
for wood. 

Resolutions were adopted. favoring 
reasonable conservation legislation and 
opposing the policy of the governmént 
in cutting down the appropriation for 
fire protection in the national forests.
